INCE THE DEFEAT OF SIR 
Charles Tupper in 1896-the Pro- 
gressive Conservative party has won 
only two national elections, in 1911 
and 1930. It has lost eleven. 

In 57 years it has chosen six 
leaders and retired five. Of these 
only the great Sir Robert Borden 
can be considered a success in retro- 
spect. Apart from him the late Lord 
Bennett alone succeeded at the polls 
and only in one election. 

Mr. Arthur Meighen, certainly 
one of the most commanding intel- 
lects in modern Canadian history, 
proved a tragic disappointment in 
practical politics and could never* 
master the electorate. 

The genial and patriotic Dr. 
Manion, Lord Bennett’s successor, 
failed so completely in his first elec- 
tion of 1940 that he wisely retired. 

Mr. Bracken, wrenched out of his 
western Liberal setting by one of 
Mr. Meighen’s more glaring mis- 
takes, never found his feet in the 
Conservative party or in parliament. 
The election of 1945 destroyed him 
and he soon abandoned national poli- 
tics, which he did not understand. 

After tryirig a converted Liberal, 
the Conservative party turned to Mr. 
Drew, who looked like the living 
image of Conservatism, had out- 
standing gifts on the platform, high 
courage, passionate convictions and 
a fine. soldier’s. record in. the First 
World War. 

Now Mr. Drew has obviously fail- 
ed. It might be argued that-the elec- 
tion of 1949 was not a fair or at least 
a full test of his leadership. He was 
new to federal politics, he was op- 
posed by Mr. St. Laurenf, already 
a formidable figure in our history 
and he inherited the full legacy 
of Mr. Bracken’s mistakes. But in 
the election of 1953 Mr. Drew was 
himself established as a_ national 
politician, he faced a Liberal govern- 
ment long in office and he undoubt- 
edly thought that, in his promises 
of tax .~ he had hit on a 
winning issue. For him personally, 
therefore, the election was likely to 
be decisive. 

Probably it has proved so. If the 
Conservative party is to be revived, 
if it is to become a true alternative 
to the present government in a viable 
two-party system, as most Canadians 
Undoubtedly hope, it can hardly ex- 
pect to succeed under Mr. Drew. 

The plain fact is that, for all his 
abilities and his undoubted patriot- 
ism, Mr. Drew is not the kind of 
man to whom the voters of Canada 
will entrust their government. In this 
matter the Canadian people are ex-

Such is not 
likely to be found among the mem- 
bers returned to the House of Com- 
mons. If he is there he has not re- 
vealed himself, though he has had 
plenty of time to emerge. 

The Conservative party’s chojce 
in one sense is its own business but 
in another more important sense it 


is the business of the whole nation, |

Kisutch Goes Exploring in the Deep Lake 
And Finds He Shares It With the Kokanee

g™s disturbed by the mergansers’ 
sudden foray Kisutch dashed out of 
the bay alorig with a few other startled 
salmon fingerlings and 

rounded the point into 

the lake where the bot- 

tom dropped off quick- 

ly into the darkened 

depths of open water. 

Leaving the others the 

young coho swam close 

to the shoreline for 

some distance and then 

began to follow the 

gravelly bottom down 

Cari into deeper water. 

Where the light from above was still 

bright enough to cast shadows Kisutch 

through a layer of water in which 
the temperature dropped rapidly. Below 
this stratum of quick change the water 
Jay uniformly cool and undisturbed by 
waves or currents in the surface. layer. 
It was a motionless world where no 
sounds existed‘ but those produced by 
the passage of fish through water still 
containing winter's chill. 

In the unfamiliar environment the 
smal] salmon kept within sight of the 
shélving bottom now dimmed by the fil- 
tering effect of the water overhead. 

Several shapes drifted by in the dis- 
tance, their passing marked «only by 
alight vibrations faintly audiblé to Ki- 


@ 


sutch. The first were followed by several 
others, of which one swung in closer to 
shore revealing itself as a ‘silver-bodied 
kokanee many times larger than Kisutch 
but built along the same lines. 

These dwarf sockeye salmon, stunted 
by confinement in fresh water, were des- 
cendants of normal-sized ancestors which 
had come up from the sea early in the 
history of the lake, Most of their off- 
spring had descended to salt water in 
the usual way but some, waiting too 
late in the season, had been prevented 
from leaving the lake by unfavorable 
high surface temperatures. 

Their exit barred by thermal condi- 
tions when the urge to migrate was 
strongest each spring, the fish remained 
in fresh water as “land locked” salmon, 
spawning and dying in their fourth year 
just as in the casé of sea-run individuals 
though attaining only a fraction of the 
normal size. . \ 

Some oftheir offspring, too, remained 
permanently in the lake and a small pro- 
portion of each succeeding generation 
followed suit so that the race became 
perpetuated. 

The kokanee were well suited for 
lake life. Their slender, streamlined 
shape enabled them to swim swiftly in 
pursuit of prey or jg escape from pre 
dators. 

With many long rakers attached to 
the gill arches like teeth on a comb they 


were able to strain great numbers of 
small creatures from the water as food. 
With greeny-blue backs, silvery sides 
and white bellies they became incon- 


spicuotis“as shadows in the depths of the | 


lake; no matter from what angle they 
were viewed their shapes merged with 
the background. 

Being able to thrive in cool water at 
some depth they occupied a zone in 
which there was little competition for 
space or food.

Man on the Porch 


UT it is the insects, those unimagin- 
able billions of life far outnumber- 
ing any. other sort, that know the time 
of year better than their, betters, For 
most of them life is so short that a year 
is an aeon far beyond the grasp of their 
oldest . patriarchs. A day or even an 
hour must serve for all their purposes. 
Some species like the wasps, however, 
live in annual cycle and their sudden 
emergence from their clammy cells at 
this season tells the outdoor man in @ 
murmuring hum that the year has begun 
to close in. 


Such a thoughtful man sat on my 
porch all yesterday killing wasps with a 
rolled-up newspaper, reaching in a lethal 
circumference as far as possible without 
disturbing his stance on a rocking chair. 
He ‘killed 119 of them by his own count 
and was amazed to see how nature in- 
stantly tidied up the remains in prepara- 
tion for the winter, not far off. 


YY HEsEvER a wasp fell under his skil- 
ful blows another wasp appeared 
and carried off the body—a feat of un- 
believable: strength, as if a man could 
fly while bearing another man. There 
was meat to be stored in the nest against 
the famine of winter and spring. Or if 
the wasps failed-to remove their dead 
at once, the ants, those systematic under- 
takers, rushed in to seize their booty 
and lugged ten times their own weight 
across twenty yards of earth, with the 
strength of a man who could carry ten 
companions at a run for a full Mile. 


HIS performance surprised my city 
visitor who sat in glazed fascination 

for eight hours, counting the kill and 
noting that, at the end of it, not a single 
body remained on the porch. All had 
been carried off and stored, sometimes 
with great difficulty,.as when the ants 
tried vainly for an hour to stuff a 
quarterinch wasp through a hole half 
that size, turned it end to end and finally, 
after a long conference of their best 
minds, carved it up into chunks and re- 


moved them one by one. Which proves, 
as my friend said, that ants can think 
and have a fine engineering instinct. 


HE was surprised but this sort of thing 
is going on all the time, on every 

as the curious spark which we 
call life issues in its countless forms 
from the one-celled bacterium to the. 
noblest human specimen. Yet, strangely 
enough, only the human can see even 
the outer fringes of the process. 

The tree grows larger, lives longer, 
looks better but has no eyes. The deer 
sees man usually as an enemy carrying 
death in an iron rod and cannot suspect 
that man has his better aspects when, 
for the moment, he is not killing other 
men or species. The squirrel impudently 
inquires of man’s business, screams his 
comments and laughs to himself but can 
hardly make head or tail of it, and 
would be annoyed, no doubt, to find that 
man himself has the same difficulty. 

The insect sees nothing of man but.a 
mighty shadow, a vast field of quiver- 
ing stuff to be stung, or the descent of 
a folded newspaper, illegible and fatal. 
Only man has the slightest idea of how 
other species live and only he*has the 
slightest interest in his own life, which 
is the least, in volume anyway, known to 
this planet,

HUS lonely, unknown, amorphous but 
highly skilled each in its own little 
field, the innumerable parcels containing 
the spark of life. march towards their 
appointed ends, whether it be burial in 
an ant’s nest or under a stone mont 
ment, a difference of small consequence. 
This season differs from others only 
because the process is speeded up, the 
vegetable cells ripen fast against the 
autumn, the young animals grow almost 
overnight into maturity when they can 
run from their enemies, the insects pile 
up their winter food supply for the chil 
dren they will never see and a man sits 
fascinated on a porch, slaying wasps 
with a newspaper which contains much 
less interesting news. 


MAN is pleased to speak of the “solid 
earth,” and at times to claim for 
himself some of the characteristics of 
the supposedly stable globe. But in ac- 
| tual fact we live in great insecurity on 
the constantly cracking, shifting, buck- 
ling skin of a great molten sphere. The 
motion of that shrinking skin we call 
earthquakes. 


Headlines. around the world today 
proclaim the tragedy of the Ionian islands 


off the coast of Greece. The death and 
destruction are ever new, but earth- 
quakes are an old story. 

Greece and Italy are among the areas 
on the earth most frequently stirred by 
tremors. Indeed our term for the study 
of this phenomenon, seismology, comes 
from seismos, the Greek word for earth- 
quake, and it must have been a common 
one in the days when Aristotle, Seneca 
and Pliny used it in their writings. 


While we take note only of the larger 
quakes, if they are not in our immediate 
vicinity, there are a surprising number 
of smaller disturbances throughout the 

| earth each day. 


| EVERY OTHER DAY. 


From 1891 to 1920, according to the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, Italy averaged 
165 quakes a year, or one every alternate 
day. From 1893 to "98 Greece 
531 a year, while during 1885 to ‘92, 
Japan had 1,041 a year. Other countries 
are less affected, Britdin between 1889 
and 1916 averaged 13 a year. Brazil noted 
only 39 throughout the 19th century. 


The larger quakes, which desolate 
cities, are all too frequent. In the last 
century there were 39 in China, 22 in 
Japan, 21 in the Phillipines, 19 in Greece, 
16 in Italy, 11 in Chile and eight in Peru. 


The danger of the earthquake is 
three-fold. There is the shaking itself, 
which may destroy buildings and bridges, 
cut off water supplies and wreck com- 
munications, There is the danger of re- 
sulting fire, which may be more destruc- 
tive than the initial disaster, as in the 
great San Francisco fire of 1906.. And

there is the threat of tidal waves in 
coastal areas bringing added death and 
damage, as in the recent Japanese quake. 

Man has labored long. and at great 
expense to achieve the atomic and hydro- 
gen bombs, the nearest riva) to the force 
which nature appears to release with a 
casual shrug. 


WITHIN MINUTES 


History records some outstanding in- 
stances...On November 1, 1755, the city 
of Lisbon was ruined within a few min- 
utes by a quake which had its epicentre 
—or point of origin—under the sea some 
miles to the west of the city. The recur- 
ring shocks of the earthquake—possibly 
the most widespread in history—sent a 
currefit of fear throughout Europe. 

More than a million square miles of 
land were affected by the disturbance. 
It was felt all over Spain and Portugal, 
southern France and the north of Africa. 
For a whole day and night the séa off 
demolished Lisbon rolled back and forth 
with 40-foot waves. High waves were 
seen on the coasts of Britain and Hol- 
land, and even on the beaches of the 
Barbadoes. In Italy and Switzerland lakes 
were set in a turmoil. Swedish and Nor- 
wegian lakes, 1,750 miles away, were 
shaken, and Loch Lomond rose and fell 
more than two feet every 10 minutes for 
an’ hour and a half. 

The hydrogen bomb has still some 
way to go. 


WIPED OUT 


In 1783 a series of nearly 1,200 shocks, 
ranging from slight tremors to very 
strong quakes, kept Calabria, in southern 
Italy, rocking for several months. All the 
houses in the plain were wiped out by 
the first great tremor. 

But that, too, was dwarfed by the 
quake of 1897, which was felt through 
nearly two million square miles of cen- 
tral India. 

The terror of the earthquake is 
heightened by the helplessness of its 
victims. Nothing can be done to halt the 
shaking. Apart from getting into an 


open space, little can be done to avoid 
death or injury. 


Within a few minutes 50,000 died in 
the great Lisbon quake. But 200,000 
lost their lives in. Japan in 1703, 100,000 
were wiped out at Messina in 1908, and 
180,000 in China in 1920. Surpassing them 
all was the record destruction in India 
in 1737, when 300,000 were reported kill- 
ed. 


Even allowing something for exagger~ 
ation, these casualties were terrible. But 
there was no exaggeration in 1923, when 
a Japanesse quake snuffed out 99,331 
lives and injured more than 100,000 
other. victims. 


Hundreds of lives were lost in San 
Francisco in 1906 when a quake started 
fires that swept the city. Damage was 
estimated at half a billion dollars, with 
four square miles of the community 
devastated. 


DANGER AREAS 


The danger areas of the globe are 
by now quite clearly mapped. Those 
parts of the earth’s brittle skin most sub- 
ject to disturbance lie along the lines 
where the great land massés of the globe 
undergo sudden change in elevation. 
Mountain ranges, coastal shelves and 
other such regions show the most effect. 
There is a Mediterranean circle, a circum- 
Pacific circle, and others. 


When the sub-surface layers of yock 
shift and grind with their incredible 
pressures, sending out shock waves that 
spread in all directions \through our 
sphere, man can do little but huddle and 
pray. The initial rumbling sound from 
deep in the earth, the shaking and wave- 
like rolling of the ground, are. among 
nature's most terrifying displays. 


The “lords of creation” are humbled 
as we realizewe exist only on sufferance, 
Our puny affairs for a while become see 
ondary to the more immediate struggle 
to maintain bare existence on our. spin- 
ning speck in, endless space.—B. A. T.

Today only a few of 
these picturesque racks remain) 
and these will likely become 
things of the past as the pres-| 
ent older generation dies out. 

That great explorer Simon 
Fraser, making his perilous 
journey down the great canyon 
in 1808, found the Indians pre-| 
paring the fish almost exactly 
as is done today. 

After the salmon are netted 
in sheltering backwaters of the} 
river they are cleaned in the 
most expert fashion by the wo-| 
|men. A. type of filleting is em- 
|ployed bit the backbone is left 
attached as a means of later 
hanging the fish over the dry 
ing poles. The fish is spread 
flat and slit into strips about 
one inch apart which gives the 
sun and wind a chance to take 
its curing action. Sharpened 
twigs piercing the flesh hold the 
fish open like a huge platter. | . 
In three weeks’ time the fish | 
are packed away. Fish heads/ 
are dried also and later used 
in a nutritious soup. | 


UNIQUE SIGHT 


Thousands of tourists stop to 
study and photograph this ef- 
fective process. But far the 
greater number do not see the 
single rack left close to the 
Trans-Canada Highway and so 
miss one of the unique sights 
of this province. 

One wonders whether or not 
in'a few years’ time this color-| 
ful and time-honored aspect of 
native endeavor wil] only be a 
page in the ethnological records 
of British Columbia. Does it re-|. 
quire too much imagination to 
hope that a governmental 
agency will see to it that such 
a dramtic and valuable feature 
will be saved not only as the| 
tremendous tourist attraction it 
could be, but as one of the few 
remaining authentic customs 
left in the province?

Prune Sucker Growths

We often hear from garden- 
ers who have a lilac, rhododen- 
\dron, or some other shrub or 
tree which has 

suddenly pro- 

duced flowers of 

two different 

shades. The 

owners want to 

know if the 

plant is acting in 

an unusual way, 


Right Down to the Root 


to a garden, which makes them 
expensive. In such instances, 
grafting often produces a sale- 
able plant much earlier and at 
a price within reach of the aver- 
age gardener. 

We also have to deal with 
plants which refuse to root 
from cuttings or to increase 
from layers, but we find them 
quite content to grow when a 
bud or scion is attached to an- 
other plant which has already 


. developed a root system and

| Occasionally a plant will pro- 
duce a “sport,” which means 
jthat a part of the plant exhibits 
a sudden and spontaneous vari- 
jation from the normal. The 
variation may take the form of 
flowers of a different color, 
ifruit on one branch which is 
different in form or flavor, or 
it may be a portion of an or- 
namental tree which develops 
different foliage or habit of 
growth. 

Sometimes the sport is infe- 
rior to the original plant, but 
very often it provides us with 
a new form which becomes an 
jimportant and valuable addition 
jto our present garden subjects. 
|A true sport can always be pro- 
|pagated from cuttings and still 
jmaintain -its characteristics. 
| But most of the plants we 
|hear about are not sports. The 
difference in flowers results 
from one variety being grafted 
or budded to a root-stock of 
another variety and allowing 
both the root-stock and the 
budded variety to make top 
growth. 


| 
WHY IT IS DONE 
There are several reasons 
why nurserymen resort to 
|budding and grafting when 
producing plants for our gar- 
dens._One is because some de- 
sirable plants are unable to 
thrive on their own roots, but 
can be made to flourish when 
attached to a more vigorous 
root-stock. Another reason is 
that certain subjects take a long 
|time to root from cuttings, and 
jthen require a few years to 
reach a size suitable to transfer

some top growth, 

Thus we find that some of 
our best lilacs and rhododen- 
drons, nearly all of our roses 
and fruit trees, and even some 
of our herbaceous perennials, 
are actually “two-piece” plants. 
One piece is the root-stock, 
usually a vigorous, hardy, com- 
mon variety which is undesir- 
able for cultivation, and the 
other piece is the precious plant 
we need to enhance a certain 
spot in the garden. 


SEVERAL AFFECTED 

Nearly every gardener is fa- 
miliar with the suckers which 
grow from the roots of our 
roses. We know that if we al- 
low these to flourish, the beau- 
tiful named variety which was 
budded to the roots will soon 
become weak and die. But when 
we take care to*remove the 
suckers before they attain any 
great size, the named rose is 
not harmed 

The same principle applies to 
our rhododendrons, lilacs and 
other grafted plants. If we per- 
mit the root-stock to produce 
sucker growth and flowers, the 


budded or grafted variety will | 


be gradually starved, and in the 
end we shall have nothing but 
the common variety which 
often grows wild in the bush 
around us, 


Some of the ornamental! cher- 
ries and crabapples show a very 
pronounced tendency to sucker 
froni the root-stock. There are 
several lovely cherries in gar- 
dens around Victoria which will | 
soon be killed by sucker! 
growths. } 

To prevent our two-piece | 
plants from producing flowers 
in two colors requires constant 
and careful checking for sucker 
growths. As soon as such 
growths are noticed they should 
be removed at the point of 
origin. Cutting off at soil level 
only increases the number of 
growths and aggravates the 
condition, Soil should be 
scraped away until the root is 
exposed at the point where the 
sucker growth starts. The un- 
wanted growth is then cut close 
to the root. .

$1 DIFFERENCE 

The main issue in the ballot- 
ting was next year’s wheat 
prices. The difference in price 
resulting from approval or re- 
jection of quotas could have 
been close to $1 a bushel, or per- 
haps $1,000,000,000 on the whole 
crop. 

Farm law requires the, gov- 
ernment to support crop prices 
at 90 per cent of parity, about 
$2.20 a bushel in the case of 
wheat, if “farmers 
quotas in times of surpluses, 
and at only 50 per cent of pari- 
ty, about $1,22 for wheat, 
support rate is $2.21. 

Parity is a price legally de- 
clared to be fair to farmers in 
relation to what they must buy.
